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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's arguments, the stated 
purpose of the claimed dripping mode is not stated in the claim and therefore holds no patentable weight. However, even if it were stated, 
said purpose is intended use language and would still hold no patentable weight. Examiner respectfully disagrees with the assessment set 
forth by applicant that Jeffries nor Valaskovic teach the claimed pump, emitter electrode and nozzle. As stated in the prior office action, 
Jeffries does in fact teach a nozzle at line 57 on column 6. Also, as pointed out previously, the emtiter electrode of Valaskovic is at numeral 
4 in figure 10 while the pump is at numeral 2. 
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
